On Hobby-Lobby 

Gay’s collection of airline stick- 
ers, which has been featured on 
the Hobby Lobby radio program, 
once saved Douglas Aircraft from 
a minor disgrace. 

It happened back in 1939. A 
small New England airline order- 
ed several DC3’s from Douglas, 
and sent a sample of its insignia 
to the factory so that the plane 
could be delivered ready for use, 
bearing the airline’s emblem. 

Someone at the factory messed 
things up nicely then by acciden- 
tally spilling chemicals all over 
the sample Ezfore the painters 
had a chance to look at it. The 
design was almost obliterated and 
it was impossible to tell what the 
original color had been. 

Gay saved the day by finding 
a duplicate of the tiny airline’s 
seal in his remarkable collection. 
The painters copied it and the 
DC3’s were delivered on time. 
Since then, in addition to his reg- 
ular job with Douglas he has been 
official special technica] advisor 
on airline insigna to the company.

Cuban Fifth Column 
Stamps Now Ready 





Following is reprinted from the 
official circular from the Govern- 
ment of Cuba, announcing the 
new set of Anti-Fifth Column 
stamps which has just been re- 
leased. , 


An Issue Of Stamps Dedicated To 
Prevent Pernicious Activities 
and Infiltrations, 
Statesmen of the present hour, 
defenders of Liberty and Demo- 
cracy, advise the prevention of 
pernicious activities and _ infilt- 
rations, proclaiming also, the nec- 
essity of insuring collective and 
individual worldwide liberty. 


The foreign policy of the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Cuba, 
previous to its declaration of war 
on the axis powers, has been bas- 
ed in the respect o1 the rights and 
the dignity of all the peoples. 
Now being numbered among the 
belligerant nations, Cuba is com- 
pelled, as the expression of the 
supreme will of all its people, to 
defend, in every possible way, the 
national ideals as well as to pro- 
vide against any danger that 
might threaten its independence. 

And for the »urpose of carry- 
ing on an effective propaganda 
against that non-combatant moda- 
lity known generaly as the “Fifth 
Column,” following the leader- 
ship of the President of the Re- 
public and ‘he Honorable Con- 
gress, the Ministry of Comun- 
ications has prepared a new issue 
of postage stamps, made up of the 
following denominations: 

One million elongated, green 1 
cent stamps, size 25 mm. high by 
45 mm. wide, representing a wo- 
man who tears a mask off the 
face of a man, with the motto: 
“Unmask the Fifth Columnists.” 

One million vertical, red ver- 
million, 3 cent stz ps, size 42 mm. 
high by 30 mm. wide, represent- 
ing the face of a woman in an 
attitude of silence, with the motto: 
“Be careful! The Fifth -~olumn is 
Spying You.” 

Five-hundred thousand elonga- 
ted, dark blue stamps, size 25 
mm, high by 45 mm. wide, rep- 
resenting a woman with a serpent 
coiled around her body, and the 
motto: “Destroy it. The Fifth Col- 
umn is like the Serpent.” 

Two-hundred and fifty thous- 
and elongated, dark sepia stamps, 
size 25 mm. high by 45 mm. wide, 
destroying a fifth column, and 
the motto: “Fulfill your Patriotic 
Duty by Destroying the Fifth 
Column.” 

Two-hundred and fifty thous- 
and elongated, purple violet, 
stamps, size 25 mm. high by 45 
mm. wide. Represents a woman, 
full length, supporting the Cuban 
Coat of Arms and who, with a 
spear, is seeking to attack a man 
wielding a poniard, with the mot- 
to: “Don’t be Afraid of the Fifth 
Column. Attack it!”

@dispatch of all mail by air, even 


including first class ordinary mail 
to main distribution centers as 
well as express parcels and pas- 
senger service. 

The company also visions a 
thorough short haul taxi service 
from down town locations in big 
cities to adjacent airports as well 
as from down town office build- 
ings to suburban homes. 

Already, the application desig~ 
nates a number of Postoffices in 
New York state as the initial start 
in the service, among which are 
listed Brooklyn, Elmsford, Flush- 
ing, Harrison, Hartsdale, Irving. 
ton, Larchmont, Long Island City, 
Mamaroneck, Mount Vernon, New 
York City, New Rochelle, Fort 
Chester, Rye, Scarsdale, Valhalla 
and White Plains. 

Demonstrations of the helicop- 
ter, according to Mr. Solomon, 
have proved conclusively its prac. 
tical and economical worth for the 
service proposed. These tests have 
shown, he said, the ability of this 
type of aircraft to land on, take 
off from or hover over rooftops or 
areas no greater than the average 
living room rug. Mr. Solomon said 
that the helicopter cannot be 
compared to the conventional air- 
plane, adding that “it would be 
more appropriate to call it a ‘fly- 
ing automobile’ except that it can 


dut-perform an automobile im 
many respects.” 
“When this war is won,” he 


said, “no American community of 
any size or importance should be 
denied the manifold advantages of 
air passenger, mail and express 
service, and it is my opinion that 
all mail eventually will be carried 
by air. We hope the filing of this 


application will result in many 
similar applications from other 
parts of the Untied States. Much 


of the helicopter’s development is 
necessarily a military secret now, 
but I have seen the results of Igor 
Sikorsky’s creative genius and I 
agree with him completely as to 
the adaptability of this great in- 
vention for the peaceful uses to 
which we shall put it if our ape 
plication is granted.”

1567 in search of the great South 
Continent, first discovered some 
of the small Ellice islands and 
then, after saffing 7,000 miles, 
came to a group of large islands, 
so large that he was convinced 
that they formed part of the 
South Continent.

A PATRIOTIC ENVELOPE CATALOGUE 


Ever since we started the listing of Patriotic Envelopes it has 
been our hope that eventually we could revise the list, when fairly 
complete and reprint it in the form of a catalogue or checklist. That 
such a list is needed or will be needed by anyone who wants to 
seriously collect these covers, whether used or un- 
used is a certainty. 

For myself I collect them both ways as I long 
ago realized that I would get many covers unused 
with little difficulty and might never find such a 
cover used, unless I took pains to mail such covers 
to myself. Thus the most complete listing can only 
be developed from a collection of unused covers and 
these will form a very interesting historical collec- 
collection for the future, ‘ 

The great problem however is to list or classify 
or describe the envelopes in such manner that col- 
lectors can identify their covers by such a list. 
Were it possible to make illustrations of all covers, 
the task would be simple, but the cost of making

cuts for this purpose would be so great that the cost of the catalogue 
would be prohibitive. 


I may be mistaken in this however, but I would estimate that 
about 1000 catalogues at $1.00 each would have to be sold to cover 
the cost of production if illustrations were made, 

Therefore I have searched for another method of listing and 
describing the covers that might make it possible to produce a list 
that would be helpful to the collector. 


Thus far I have listed the covers under the name of the pro- 
ducer, This is a difficult method for comparison for unless one 
knows thegproducer, he must search and read all the lists repeatedly 
in order to find which covers he has. 

I have recently thought of another method of listing which I 
am certain will simplify the matter to a great extent and will make 
it easily possible for a collector to quickly identify most all his 
covers. 


To make this list in a practical manner it is first necessary to 
get all known covers together so that the listings I propose to make 
can be made in proper order. If not in proper order then it again 
becomes necessary to read many descriptions to find a certain cover. 
It is therefre apparent that no such complete list can be made until 
after the war and after the covers stop coming. 


However, it is possible that all the present known sets of covers 
might be listed and thus give you a complete list to date, and I do 
believe that such a list will be worth making now. 

It will require some weeks work in odd moments to get this list 
in shape. In the meantime I shall continue to list known covers in 
the manner I have been following, at the same time working on 
the listing plan and as soon as it is completed, to the extent of the 
envelopes in my hands, I will then start this new listing. When that 
is completed, which should be in the coming fall, the time will have 
arrived for reprinting in a catalogue after revsions have been made. 

Therefore if any collector, any: publisher, has covers which have 
not been listed, I will be glad to have sets of same. I will buy and 
pay for two or three complete sets, publishers please make offers, if 
I do not have what yol offer, will purchase same. 

I still have four or five different groups to list and these will be 
given listing as fast as possible. In the meantime I am working on 
the revised listing and will start it as soon as completed and ready 
for publication, In this new method of listing I will give each cover 
a number, without regard to the publisher, but in the listings and 
descriptions, publishers names will be included so that in the end 
you can check up and know from whom each cover has come. When 
the list is completed, a list of publishers names with only numbers 
of their covers will be printed, so that you can quickly compare your 
covers with the list and see if you have all of any group or from any 
certain publisher, 

For my own use I clip the lists from the paper and put them on 
pages in a ring binder so that I always have them all together and 
handy for reference, In this manner you can check or mark the ones 
you have, 





LOOKS LIKE A BUSY SUMMER 

Now that Postmaster General Walker has admitted that new 
stamps are coming, collectors and cover dealers can get set for some 
real activity. We do not know just how fast these new stamps will 
come or how many there will be, that is a secret as yet, but let us 
all hope that they will come in such manner that all collectors and 
publishers will have ample opportunity to cover them in a proper 
manner and if we had our choice we would like to see them come one 
at a time, and spread over the summer season.

It is the opinion of your Direct- 
or and Secretary that such depart- 
ments would to a great extent be 
more detrimental than helpful. In 
the first place, our dues are so 
low that we could not equip our- 
selves with the necessary ex- 
change books, forms, records, etc., 
to institute an exchange or sales 
department. In the second place, 
postage is excessive since it would 
ye necessary to use some type of 
stock book in sending the mater- 
ial, In the third place it has been 
our experience with various phil- 
atelic organizations of which we 
are members that their depart- 
ments sell material no cheaper 
than it could be purchased from 
dealers, Also, in using such a de- 
partment, sooner or later a mem- 
ber will be dissatisfied with some 
transaction and this would cause 
endless corespondence, 

This might raise the question: 
How is a member to benefit from 
PCEC without an exchange or 
sales department? There are a 
million and one ways. 

One benefits from an organiza- 
tion of this type to the extent of 
his personal effort. In other words, 
don’t sit back and wait for another 
member to write you—for he may 
overlook you. Act. Now is the 
time to obtain war covers: while 
they are so predominent in the 
mail. By using the following ways, 
you will benefit from PCEC: 

1. Write first to another mem- 
ber (perhaps one a day). 

2. Use a good patriotic cover. 

3. Send some of your duplicate 
materia] to indicate that you are 
in good faith. (Remember that 
some of your’ duplicate items, 
which may seem very common to 
you, may be very acceptable to 
another collector). 

4. Read carefully your official 
journal. There is much helpful 
material on where and how to 
obtain items which you collect. 
Read the classified advertisements 
as well as the display advertise- 
ments, 

5. Boost PCEC—urge other col- 
lectors to join,

have asked Mr. Linn to publish 
again the Subscription for Mem- 
bership form, which is in this is- 
sue. Please pass this on to a 
friend-collector. It is more con- 
venient for the applicant to fill 
out such a form than it is to write 
a letter, and it is also more con- 
venient for your secretary to re- 
ceive these standard forms than to 
receive various sizes of stationery.

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Walker Admits New 
Sfamps Being Made 


After months and months of 
rumor, all founded on known 
facts, thus unnecessary as rumor, 
postmaster General Walker after 
pis return from a Western Trip, 
admitted before a news confer- 
ence in Washington that a series 
of new postage stamps honoring 

our allies was in preparation. 

Such news as we how definitely 
jave comes from the New York 
gun and We can best quote from 
his paper until further informa- 
tion is available. 

“at his first regular conference 

tg the Washington correspond- 
ants following his return to Wash- 
jngton after a three-week trip 
through the West and Northwest, 
postmaster-General Walker made 
, statement which will be of in- 
I terest to philatelists throughout 
I the country. He declared that a 
new issue of postage stamps hon- 
pring the ten overrun countries 
pf Europe is in the making, al- 
though details, such as color, de- 
nominations or designs have not 
been decided upon.” 

“Many designs for the forth- 
coming series of postage stamps 
have been submitted to President 
Roosevelt for his approval, but 
none, up to the present time, has 
received favorable action at the 
hands of the Chief Executive.” 

“In this connection it is under- 
stood that when one or more such 
stamps have been approved their 
printing will be done by the 
American Bank Note Company of 
New York and not at the Bur- 
eau of Engraving and Printing, 
Washington. The Treasury De- 
partment, which has direct sup- 
ervisitn over the Bureau, has the 
necessary authority, in an emer- 
gency, to contract with outside 
help for the printing of postage 
stamps.” 

The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing at present has its hands 
full in turning out millions upon 
millions of war bonds and stamps 
in addition to the production of 
the paper money of the United 
States, as well as other documen- 
tary paper, including internal 
Tfevenue stamps. The American 
Bank Note Company, it is said, is 
the only concern with facilities 
for the printing of postage stamps. 

“How it is going to be possible 
to override the act of Congress 
prohibiting the printing of bi- 
colored postage stamps, is a ques- 
tion yet to be decided. That body 
took a firm stand against the 
printing of bi-colored air mail 
stamps some two years ago, ar- 
guing that the cost was too great 
and that the same results could 
be attained by the production of 
such postage printed in but one 
color.” 

“There is another problem in 
connection with the issuance of 
the new series of postage stamps 
which is causing some _ serious 
consideration on the part of of- 
ficials, In all enemy-occupied 
countries of Europe mail service 
has been suspended. In view of 
the fact that the contemplated 
series would in all probability be 
of the 5-cent denomination. it is 
not clear just how such stamps 
could be used by those who would 
be barred from dispatching their 
communications to the enemy- 
occupied nations of Europe, whom

The values  overprinted 
are the 12, 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 9, arid 12 
puffins. 

There is also a miniature sheet 
made up of the 2 and 9 puffin and 
two copies of the 2 puffin. This 
is also surcharged in gold, same 
as the other single stamps, but 
without the gold frame around 
the individual stamps. 

The specimens come from what 
is called ‘Philatelic Bureau of 
Lundy” 33 Montagu St., Ketter- 
ing, Northants, England.

The N, R. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt took office under a pledged program of 
betterment of our general economic life. Congress passed the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act, soon shortened to “N. R. A.,” and a 


new stamp was conceived to keep 
‘eral—a stamp showing a farmer, 
worker and a woman, 
towards a common goal. The de- 
sign is taken from a poster drawn 
by Rudolph L. Bortel, but with 
several modifications or changes 
in the figures. 

Plans for the stamp were hastily 
drawn and hastily their execu- 
tion was begun and carried for- 
ward, Mr. Farley announced that 
it would be put on sale at Wash- 
ington on August 15, 1933. Then 
another stamp collector threw a 
monkey wrench into the ma- 
chinery. Mr. F. A. Spielman, of 
Fairfield, Iowa, announced that 
there was a village of Nira near 
his home, the only town of that 
tame in the United States, and a 
wild howl went up for it to be 
made a “first day” postoffice. The 
Department stated that it was too 
late for this, but that the stamp 
vould be on sale there on August 
17th. It was, and it took the entire 
population of the village to stamp 
and cancel the 20,000 covers that 
arrived there, the small number 
being due to lack of publicity. 

The 3c—N. R. A.—appeared on 
August 15, 1933, rotary, no wmk., 
perf. 10% x 11, It is recorded in 
violet, with bright and _ deep 
shades, with cracked plate, recut 
and broken relief as minor varie- 
ties 

1,978,707,300 were finally is- 
sued, from plates 21151 to 58, and 
21161 to 21166. 

First day covers are officially 
from Washington, D. C., August 
15th. and from Nira, Iowa, the 
17th. also from Fond du Lac, Wis- 
consin at the S. P, A. Station for 
the convention of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans, but the

It was really cruel of me to cre- 
ate such suspense regardng the 
present column. It is true that no 
telegraphic inquiries were made to 
ascertain what the mystery was 
all about, The fact is that every- 
body probably forgot all about it 
—but not I Perhaps, I_ should 
have. The crux of the matter was 
the phrase “a string attached to 
this offer.” 

To proceed with the plot—I 
have acquired a mint single of the 
2c carmine, 1917 Issue, Scott’s No. 
499. This stamp in itself is by no 
stretch of the imagination what 
one would term a philatelic rarity 
—yet this one is. 

Good authorship demands a 
gradual building up to a final cli- 
max. At this point we come to 
our now famous battle cry—‘‘there 
is a string attached to it.” This 
stamp is just that. , 

To attempt to reason—why? is 
merely to repeat the battle cry, 
There is a string attached to this 
stamp. It seems that while this 
sheet was sent through the print- 
ing press a small white bit of 
string about one inch in length 
was lying on the sheet of paper, 
and when the press descended up- 
on the sheet the pressure of the 
press, together with the sticking 
qualities of wet ink, caused the 
string to become imbedded in this 
particular stamp. Needless to say, 
it is solid enough for one to hold 
the end of the string and carry the 
stamp attached to the other end. 
In addition to this, part of the 
stamp design is printed on the
